Boston, September 20.—Owing over a 
million dollars and with assets ‘of 
$1,200, William B, Smith Whaley, the 
financlal supporter of 
manufacturing enterprises in the south, 
filed a voluntary petition in bankruptcy 
in the United States district court today. 


Mr. Whaley was the senior member of 
the William B. Smith Whaley Company, 
of this city and is a resident of Newton. 


For some time he has been interested | 


in raising funds for textile industrfés in 
the southern’ states, particularly in 
South Carolina, which have not resulted 
favorably. Mr. Whaley’s total liabilities 
are $1,114,125. The secured claims 
amount to $1,087,951, and the unsecured 
to $26,174. 

In his petition Mr. Whaley states that 
his only assets are personal property 
valued at $1,100, real estate worth $100 
and household goods. There are ninety- 
one creditors. The individual claims 
range from $6500, the lowest, to $175,000, 
the highest. Among the principal se- 
cured creditors are Merchants national 
bank, New York, $175,094; The Draper 
Company, Hopedale, Mass., $107,000;

The consul says 
that a tooth may be painlessly ex- 
tracted with none of the after effects 
on the system by shitting up the pa- 
tient in a dark room and exposing hjs 
eyes to a blue light of 16-candle power 
for three minutes, causing him to sone 
all sense Of pain, although at the same 
time retaining his senses.

September 20.—Autnoritative 
information has been received here of @ 
general attack upon Port Arthur by the 
Japanese force, which began yesterday 
hefore daybreak and continued until 
derk. All indications point to an effort 
to capture certain of the northéast main 
forts. 
This is the attack for which the Japa- 
nese have been prepared for the past

the Japanese attack on Port Arthur !s 
directed against the northeast front. The 
main object is to capture the fortifica- 
tions on Kikwan mountain, Ripling moUn- 
tain and the intermediate forts. 

The foregoing comes from a Russian 
of standing whose previous information 
has been correct. He adds that the at- 
tack at the end of August, which was 
reported as two separate assaults, really | 
constituted a ten days’ battle. Although 
the Japanese retreated August 3! along 
the lower part of the line, they remained 
in four supplementary forts on the north- 


‘western front, which they had captured 


from the Russians. This includes four 
forts, 50 yards from Ripling mountain, 
and two others at 4 somewhat greater 
Aistance. Since August 3! the Japanere 
have bombarded very slightly, while the 
Russians have been throwing approxi- 
mately one thousand shells daily, chiefly - 
against the four Japanese positions men- 
tioned. Small sorties, as referred to im 
Novi Kral of Port Arthur in the efforts 
to recapture the forts have been of al- 
most nightly occurrence and have been 
uniformly unsuccessful.

Own Life with Pistol 


of Young Mun Found Yester- 
day Morning by H. 0. Askew in 
Yicaut Lot Back of the 
Jewish Orphans 
Home. 


H. Carey Hudson, a white man who 
resided with his parents at 12 Doda 
avenue, took his life Monday night, 
gbout 7:30 o'clock, in the large vacant 
jot at the corner of Ormond and Crew 
streets, in the rear of the Jewish or- 
phans’ home. by sending a bal) crashing 
through his brain. 

The man’s body was dfscovered yester- 
day morning about 5 o’clock by H. O. 
Askew, a peddler, who lives at 444 Crew 
street, and who carried his cow to the 
lot for grazing. 

When Askew found Hudson he was 
lying on his right side, his head smeared 
with blood, and the pistol] which accom- 
plished the terrible deed, a 38-caliber 
weapon Of bulldog type, was grasped in 
his right hand, the tndex finger clutch- 
ing the trigger. 

By the dead man’s side, lying on the 
ground, was a copy of The Constitution 
of August |5 with admission of the 
shooting by his own hand written on an 
advertisement space, and his initials, 
“c H.,” signed to the writing. 

Message Left by Askew. 

The message of his intended 
destruction read as follows: 

‘Tam an invalid, and to prolong life 
would add to sorrow. so I take my life. 
No one is any wiser or in any way con- 
nected with this act. Sisters, mother, 
prother and father have done all in 
their power to effect a cure, buf T prefer 
death instantly. Cc.H” 

In one corner of the advertisement 
away from the other writing, Hudson 
wrote what is supposed to be the letters 
of secret orders to which he was a mem- 
ber. They were: “Also I. O. R. M.. T. 
a, 

As soor as Askew found the dead man 
he went to the home of C. H. Christian, 
of 505 Capitol avenue, and reported to 
him what he had found. Mr. Christian 
hurried to the scene of the tragedy, and 
then called Officer Gallagher. 

An ambulance was sent for and the 
body carried to Swift & Hall’s undertak- 
ing establishment, where an inquest was 
held by Coroner Stamps at 10 o'clock. 
The verdict of the jury after the evi- 
dence was heard was suicide. 

Mr. Askew, who found the body, testi- 
fied that he heard a pistol shot Monday 
night in the direction of the Hebrew 
orphan home, but paid no attention to it. 
He sald that he heard only one shot. 
When Hudson’s body was found a pair 
of scissors were taken from his watch 
pocket, and 42 cents, but nothing else 
as found on his person to disclose his 
identity. 

The man’s name was unknown until |! 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, when J. A. 
Hudson, father of the young man, read 
an account fh an extra paper about an 
unknown man committing suicide. He 
went to the undertaking establishmert 
where the body had been embalmed, and 
to his horror, identified it as that of his 
son. 

Mr. Hudson said that his son left home 
Monday night about 7 o’clock, after eat- 
ing supper, and was apparently in good 
epirits. 

The Mstol found in Hudson’s hand had 
two unshot cartridges irf it, the weapon 
being a five-shooter. 

The funeral arrangements have not yet 
been- made. :

Georgia are fearful that the: people 
of the state will not understand the 


proposed amendment to the constitution 
with regard to local school taxation, and 
that from this misunderstanding many 


will be opposed to the proposed amend- 
ment. 

The amendment is to give two-thirds 
of those voting the right to carry an elec- 
tion on the local taxation question in a 
county, municipality or school district. 
The constitution now provides that local 
taxation shall not be instituted unless 
two-thirds of the qualified voters shall 
cast their ballots in favor of it. 

What friends of the proposed amend- 
ment now fear is that voters, through 
misconception, will think that by voting 
for the amendment they are imposing lo- 
cal school taxation on themselves when 
as a matter of fact they are merely 
changing the constitutional requirements 
necessary for the adoption of the same. 

After the official form of the ticket was 
announced in Sunday’s Constitution the 
advocates of the amendment made an ef- 
fort to have an explanatory note printed 
on the ticket, but they were informed 
that this would be impossible, and so will 
confine themselves to efforts to make ex- 
planations through the press and ver- 
bally between now and election day.
